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THE QUARTERLY statement of the United States 
Steel Corporation shows the total earnings for the 
quarter ended March 31, 1908, to be $18,- 
Steel 229,005 over expenses, as compared with 
nae $32,553,995 for the preceding quarter, 
leaving a surplus of only $7,865 after 
the payment of dividends. The earnings by months 
are larger than the earnings in the worst month of the 
previous quarter. This steady monthly increase since 
December is looked upon as the most encouraging fea- 
ture of the report, notwithstanding that the earnings 
are the lowest since the quarter ended March 31, 1904, 
when they were $13,445,230. Unfilled orders on hand 
amount to 3,765,343 tons, the lowest in the history 
f the company. ‘ This compares with 4,624,553 tons 
for the last quarter, 6,425,000 for the quarter ended 
Sept. 30, 1907, and 8,043,858 for the corresponding 
quarter in 1907. The regular dividends of 134 per 
cent on the preferred and % per cent on the common 
stock were declared.

AMERICAN ARTISAN. That America is considerably be 
hind many European countries in this important con- 
nection is a fact that is constantly being deplored 
though so far very little has been accomplished toward 
the amelioration of conditions at present existing. Out 
of the 8,000,000 children born in America each year 
less than 100,000 of them, it is said, are successful in 
securing a college education. In New York City alone 
there are, according to statistics, more than 150,000 
boys between the ages of 16 and 20 who have never 
learned a trade. 

The system of industrial art education as developed 
and practiced in France is conceded to be one that has 
been attended with marked success. The Germain 
Pilon school, one of the principal industrial art institu- 
tions in Paris, is located in a quarter chiefly inhabited 
by small manufacturers and workmen, and receives 
only day pupils. The normal age of admission is 14 
years, but boys of exceptional ability may be admitted 
when a vear younger, provided they have obtained a 
“certificate of elementary studies” at a communal 
school. No formal entrance examination is necessary, 
but the candidate is required to execute a geometrical 
drawing to demonstrate his artistic aptitude, and write 
a short composition to show his general intelligence. 
Graduates on leaving this school generally enter the 
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workshops of some of the big manufacturers of Paris 
where promotion comes quickly to those who demon- 
strate their ability. The Bernard Palissy school is spe- 
cially intended for the education of young men for 
certain industries such as sculpture in metals, wood 
and stone, the designing and decoration of porcelain, 
etc. The cost of maintaining these two schools is about 
$22,000 a year and they turn out together about 60 
graduates each year. 

The French system of industrial art education has 
done and is doing much to render French taste and 
workmanship, the standards for other nations, and to 
build up and sustain a vast export trade in merchandise 
in which originality of design and the intelligent hand- 
icraft of the educated artisan constitute the principal 
elements of value. 








A NUMBER of valuable suggestions concerning the 
best means of protecting Americans seeking foreign 
trade through consular inquiry, and from 


i foreign inquirers anxious to _ secure 
ag American trade through the same source, 


are supplied by Consul W. Henry Rob- 
ertson of Gothenburg, Sweden. 

American manufacturers or exporters writing to a 
consulate regarding the introduction of their goods 
abroad, and requesting that their letters be referred to 
some one who might act as their foreign representative, 
or who might purchase from them, should, it is ad- 
vised, in all cases state their exact prices, terms and 
conditions as far as possible, sending also banking or 
commercial references. Foreign dealers, it is said, will 
not correspond with American firms without being as- 
sured that good results are likely to accrue. 

It is always advisable, says the consul, that Ameri- 
can exporters when writing to a consulate, looking for 
an increased sale of their products abroad, advise the 
consulate in all cases as to whether they have any rep- 
resentatives already in the consular district, or in the 
country itself. 

Where foreign importers apply to a consulate for 
information concerning American exporters, or where 
such inquiries are referred by the consulate to the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, it is suggested that 
it would frequently save not only much useless corre- 
spondence, but possibly some unfavorable business con- 
nections for American exporters, were such inquirers 
invariably required by the consulate first to furnish 
such banking or commercial references as would be 
prima facie evidence that connections with them were 
justifiable and likely to be profitable to American trade. 
Moreover, such foreign inquirer should, it is urged, 
understand that his overtures would be given a much 
more prompt and satisfactory attention in the United 
States if as clear a statement as possible of his terms 
and conditions, and of his ideas of the general possibili- 
ties of the foreign market for the goods in question, 
would accompany his inquiry. It would also be, it is 
pointed out, of considerable advantage in several ways 
if foreign importers or agents could be induced in all 
cases to furnish the consulate with names of Ameri- 
can firmsefrom whom they import, or whom they rep- 

resent, and the articles that they receive. In all such 
cases the exporter, the importer, and the consulate can 
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only have a common interest, and this can aly, ays be 
best advanced where there is a mutual understanding 
of the situation and a thorough co-operation in 
matter. For example, in the case of newspaper or oth. 
er attacks upon American products abroad, far bette 
methods for combating the effects of these can } 
adopted through concentrated than through individy, 
effort.

Eugene Munsell. 

The death of Eugene Munsell, which occurred early 
on April 25th, from a supposed fall from a high win- 
dow in the apartment building in which he lived in 
New York City, came as a great shock to his host 
of friends who were amazed to learn that the genial, 
whole-souled “Mica King” had met with such a sud- 
den death. He was known to have of late suffered 
much from insomnia and it is assumed that on going 
to the window to obtain fresh air he in some way lost 
his balance and fell to the pavement below. Mr. 
Munsell was regarded by those who knew him 
well as a man apparently free from the most 
trivial cares or troubles, and it was this fact that 
caused the news of his untimely end to be received 
with surprise almost bordering on consternation. The 
deceased was an important figure in the commercial 
activities of New York City. Beside being a member 
of the firm of Eugene Munsell & Company, stove 
manufacturers, Mr. Munsell was a director of the 
Stove Manufacturers’ Repair Association and presi- 
dent of the Mica Insulator Company, manufacturers 
of electrical supplies. He was known to be a man 
possessed of many sterling qualities and he always 
commanded the esteem of those with whom he came 
in contact. His death will be a loss to the trade every- 
where, 

Gazzam Gano. 

Gazzam Gano, one of the oldest and most respected 
citizens of Cincinnati, O., died suddenly on April 19 
of Bright’s disease, at the family home, 4003 Clifton 
avenue, Clifton. Mr. Gano had been in failing health 
for several months, but did not give up business activ- 
ities until early in March, when he was compelled to 
remain at home.

This 
feature of the arrangement made the exhibit a most 
interesting moving picture display which attracted 
great crowds not only of hardware men, carpenters, 
mechanics and business people generally but all sorts 
and conditions of other people who were interested in 
the ingenious and novel arrangement of these familiar 
things. The large display word “Simmons” shown 
above the row of moving chisels was brilliantly let- 
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tered out in gold, as were also the display. words 
“Hardware” and “Company.” Another novel feature 
was in the arrangement of the twelve large auger bits 
pointing towards the central trade mark, in which 
feature every third one of the large bits was revolving 
continuously. Each of these bits was four feet long. 
The other articles displayed as will be noticed are 
“Keen Kutter” tools, such as saws, auger bits,\chisels, 
axes, hatchets, hammers, etc., while upon the floor 
there were shown in excellent arrangement “Keen 
Kutter” planes, scrapers and other kindred tools. 
While we have related the general features of this dis- 
play, we have reserved as a chief feature the company’s 
now world famous motto which is brilliantly exhibited 
at the top of the entire showing, namely, “The 
recollection of quality remains long after the price is 
forgotten.” It is difficult to realize the possibility of 
reading this motto without being deeply impressed by 
it and there is little doubt that it will always remain a 
standard truism. 

The same taste and ingenuity that was observed in 
dressing the “Keen Kutter” tool window was carried 
out in making up the window in which was displayed 
“Keen Kutter” cutlery.

A very handsome line of “Keen Kutter” carving 
knives is seen above the trademark and _ radiating 
from the center to the corners is a beautiful selection 
of “Keen Kutter” silver table knives. In addition to 
this there were placed upon the board at the end 
“Keen Kutter” carving sets, carving and _ butcher 
knives. A very fine display of “Keen Kutter” scis- 
sors and shears occupied one side end of the board 
while “Keen Kutter” razors and safety razors were 
displayed on, the other side. Pocket cutlery, fancy 
carvers and sets in cases, soup ladles, silver spoons, 
etc., were arranged in symmetrical order upon the 
floor of the window.

There are shown in the accompanying illustration 
five distinct types of Milbradt Rolling Shelf Ladders 
that are manufactured by~John Calander of 629-33 
lackson street, St. Paul, Minn.

CHROMATES AS RUST PREVENTIVES. 








Chromates which are soluble to a small degree are 
believed by Dr. A. S. Cushman of the United States 
Department of Agriculture to be in theory very bene- 
ficial in preventing the rusting of iron or steel when 
used as a coating thereto. Certain commercial chrome 
pigments, however, have the tendency to aid corrosion 
rather than prevent it, by reason of the presence of 
impurities. Good results have been obtained from 
the use of Prussian blue, from chromate of zinc and 
a pigment formed from the precipitation of calcium 
and barium chromates when no impurities are present. 
Patents have been applied for on a mixture composed 
of zinc chromate and linseed oil which is believed to 
possess good protective qualities, though Dr. Cushman 
does not favor the granting of a patent by reason of 
the wide publicity given to the results of the tests per- 
formed by him.

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HARDWARE 

No new developments have occurred in the hard- 
ware trade since our last report. Prices are well main- 
tained and orders seem to be coming in with encour- 
aging rapidity. The weather during the past week has 
had a somewhat dampening effect on the trade in 
garden tools and implements though the slackness in 
orders in this connection is not expected to be of long 
duration. The condition of the retail trade through- 
out the west and northwest is very encouraging and a 
number of large orders have been reported. The west- 
ern retail hardware merchants have less debts now 
than perhaps they have ever had. Some very good 
reports come in relative to conditions in the building 
trade which is as active at present as it has been for 
a long while. If the present active condition is con- 
tinued still better results may be looked for. The 
hardware jobbers of Chicago appear to be very optim- 
istic regarding the present situation and look for a 
large volume of trade during the present year. Deal- 
ers in wire products find their stocks have been greatly 
depleted which is good evidence that the goods have 
gone into actual consumption and have not been 
bought on mere speculation. Retailers generally are 
anticipating the wants of their customers in perhaps as 
great a volume as at any corresponding season for 
some years. 

Wire nails are quoted at $2.23; painted barb wire 
$2.38; galvanized barb wire $2.68; smooth annealed 
wire $2.08; smooth galvanized wire $2.38; galvanized 
staples $2.63, and polished staples $2.23. These quo- 
tations relate to car lots to jobbers. Quotations to re- 
tailers in car lots are five cents higher and on less 
than car lots fifteen cents higher. 

Iron cut nails are quoted in car lots to jobbers, 
$2.23; to retailers, $2.28; steel cut to jobbers, in car 
lots, $2.03; in car lots to retailers, $2.08. 


TIN PLATE. 


The Demmler Works at McKeesport, Pa., of the 
American Sheet.& Tin Plate Company, are running 
again, which is believed to be a good indication that 
the demand for tin plate is on the increase.

vear. This is true of almost all districts, and while 
is a wide range in prices and more free competition 


g sellers the actual tonnage for the week has much im- 
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proved. At the present time almost every proposition of any 


size is being considered entirely apart and by itself by the 
furnace companies best qualified to care for it and their de- 
cision depends very largely on the grades contained in their 
stock on hand. 

“There is still considerable shrinkage in amount between 
original inquiries and final sales, but this is to be expected 
under existing conditions. Wherever furnace companies can 
do so, they are limiting the production to the nearest possible 
point of sales tonnage and it does not appear that general 
production has increased during the week. 

“Coke is quiet and prices are still at a low range. Pro 
duction is practically the same as a week ago. There are few, 
if any, manufacturers who can produce coke at anything lik« 
present prices and net them any profit. There is a large 
amount of stock coke at various points.” 

Matthew, Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in theit 
weekly report: “This has been a week of small transactions, 
but none the less there has been a constant inquiry for iron 
for prompt shipment. There is not much demand now for 
forward delivery, although consumers are asking for informa 
tion. Buyers are feeling their way cautiously, and the policy 
of buying from hand to mouth is general 

“There is a feeling that the price situation is still unset- 
tled and until the market becomes something like regular it 
is probable that the present state of affairs will continue. It 
has been very clearly demonstrated in the last few weeks 
that low prices do not stimulate consumption. In some direc- 
tions furnaces have been willing to make extremely low fig- 
ures, but these low prices apparently have not resulted in the 
sale of any iron for future shipments, nor have they tempted 
speculators into the market. To the best of our knowledge 
and belief the only iron that has been sold has been sold 
for nearby delivery and to cover actual needs. If prices had 
been ruling higher the same quantity of iron would have been 
sold, so the sacrifices that various furnace interests have been 
willing to make in order to tempt buyers into the market 
have been without any real effect. Just as much iron would 
have been sold if prices had been on a profitable, instead of 
a losing, basis. 

“There is more animation in basic iron for open hearth 
steel manufacture than in other lines. There have been sev 
eral round lot transactions recently in basic. Some little iron 
has been sold for the manufacture of cast-iron pipe, but with 
these exceptions the trade has been confined to comparatively 
small lots. 

“Coke is at the bottom notch with the market depressed 
and demand exceedingly slight 

“Some time ago, when the price of iron first began to 
show signs of serious weakness, we stated in this report 
that the makers of iron had been riding on the Twentieth 
Century Limited, but there was no reason to lose hope en- 
tirely and imagine we were going to be obliged to ride on a 
freight train. It looks now as if we had been really too 
optimistic in that statement. In fact, it almost appears as if 
instead of riding on a freight train we were reduced to the 
sad necessity of walking.”
